Great artistry combint<l with line, music 
en Monday evening to give u» a truly great 
pisno vffiial. Robert Casadesiu ha» befn heard 
herr before and his many radio performancet 
are well-known but he revealrd him.>-elf more 
than ever an artist ol front rank m his program 
on Monday. This was the fourth in the season's 
series presented by Metsrs. Belque and Payne 
and the concert was in keeping with the high 
standard set by previous events m the teries. 

Four compoaer» were represented by major 
works and in all a lucid, unatfected st)']c 
marked the playing. Six of Uie not-teo-well 
knrun and seldom well-played sonatas ot 
Schflfctii opened the recital and iht-y set the 
evcnmj off to a brilliant beginning. Delightful 
clarity at all times marked Mr. Casadesui' per- 
formances and tjie lone. raUicr far removed 
from the harpsichord original interpretations 
lent fn-tndeur to these works. 

Second came the Beethoven Variauons in C 
miner which, aU thirty-two remained fresh and 
spontaneous, in the pianist's interpretaUon. M. 
Casadesus' great genius for delicacy of shading 
arid technical clarity and precision allowed this 
lovely Mprk to be enjoyed completely. The 
chief wrrk « as rerhspf Chopir. s B flat minor 
sonata and here the performance was truly im- 
pressive. All the many emotional changes and 
contrasts in this heax-y work were followed 
without excess, with true simplicity and a quiet 
reserve t.ha: b«tp?lte the pianist's arllstrj-. 

French music has always found its best m- 
terpreters in French artists and so I>ebussy has 
found a brilliant exponent in M. Casadesus. His 
style, so well suited to Debussy and all the 
works of this plat section of the recital were 
received with great enthusiasm. Six of the 
twenty-four "Preludes". "Feux d'Ariifices", "La 
Cathédrale Engloutie", "Danseuses de IJelphes". 
in turn spectacular and moody all were beauti- 
fully done 

Many additions came at the end and Mont- 
real bade a most enthusiastic farewell to an 
artist we hope to have with us again next sea- 
son. We are grateful to the originators of this 

seriet for the splendid evenings they have 
given ui and are looking forward with anlici- 
potion to the ^m^l concert of this season to be 
given by Marian Andersoq.

I Then while we lay on our backx on the soft 
sand bordeftng the lake, v/e counted falling 
li'.aii and watched tiiC spafki »h<>ol high into 
u.t br.j uiilJi li.t.i glijv, j.c.- lost in iJiat of the 
moon. Mcanwiiile ihc tiiiee of us alicnialed in 
i telling ghost stories, and tales of our adventuret 
I on the hostelling Urail.

' v/c rolled into our comfortable bunks and dozed 
' off thankfully.

The second allernonn at we approaehad our 
evening's resting pbcr. \> p heanl Ihi loar of 
falling water deep In ihn woods behind Ihe 
road. Having been wni!ie<l by Iht villi|ert, we 
knew about Ihtni, and by common consent we 
drew our bikta Into the brush and set off down 
the path, Boon we bin-sl out onto ■ little plateau, 
omiookliig n dpep lavliie Ihrnugh which our 
old friend ll\r riv er tumhled dnwn a slt»p (luin^, 
disappearing Into a ntHss nf fallrn boulders and 
reappearing placidly far below Through (het« 
rooks (ividently broken oft from Ihe cragay 
outjuttlni cliffs) the river made a tcrleis of 
walerfalla and hidden caverns, which we delw- 
mined lo explore. Once changH into bathing 
auils, w* a!iFemblH at Ihe fnoi of the falls at 
from above the ravine was unapproachable. 
Fron» here we planned to gel up lo the cave at 
Utt t9P> Into which fit^m above the river seemed 
to disappear. 

Never before have I had such lun! Climbing 
up sheer cliff faroi, edging up betwfen sloping 
walls, and under waterfalls, iwlmmlng beneath 
overhanging rocks against the current, ever 
onward and upward we scrambled, until at last 
only three of us boya ttnod Ulumphanl on the 
thorca of the deep pool in Ihe topmost basin. 
A rc<rine« Log. 

The hUcresting things we found here mora 
than rewarded our perseverance. Lbdgcd be- 
tween two rocUs w;i.< dL-ictivrrcd an old log, its 
rings clearly marked— but turned completely 
into atoiir. A boulder had a largo claw-likè 
fossil on its upturned face. Strangest of all, onç 
of u« accidcnially placed hia fopt in a perfect 
cylinder ot atone— natural, but perfect in Its 
smooth symmetry. To his aurprite the water 
within was about 10* colder than thai sur- 
rounding It, almost frceaing in fact. On examin- 
ation, this well shaped formation was found to 
be a natural spring in which the send was at a 
level one and a half feet below the shore level. 
How far into the rock this fine, almost sculp- 
tured, spring extended, w« could not see. lu 
radius was almost two feet. 

Suddenly we realiied that it was chilly, for 
in here there waa no sun. and the water was 
the coldest I have ever swum jn. So, leaving our 
discoveries, do^m the water course we awam 
and scrambled, emerging once more into the 
sun together with the rest of the party.

The records of voluntary 
recruiUng, in the last war and in 
this, stand proof of a universal Can- 
adian willingness to defend the 
right. When conscription is used 
at a political football, we should re- 
member this; also, no Canadian, ei- 
paclally those not of this Province, 
should ever forget that were it not 
'for the loyal resistance of French 
Canadians, after 1778, Canada would 
have merged with Uie United 
States.

THE QUESTION OF UNITY. 

(Editorial in the Montreal Gatetle of March 9tk, 1940) 

Th« Hon. G. H. Cahan last night, in the second radio 'oroadcasl of his campaign in St. Lawrtnct-St. Gçcrgt, 
prtiented what i* from the Govtrnment point of view a distinctly damaging analysis of the Prime Minisiir'g 
national unity policy or plea. He recalled Mr. King's declaration of September 9th in which the leader of 
the Government asserted that he had never doubtecj that in the event of war my honorable friend (the 
" leader of the offiicial Opposition) and myself would be found instantly side by side in an endeavor to unite 
" the country as strongly as it can be united, so as to enable it to put forth a supreme effort to preserve and 
" defend the liberties of mankind." The Conservative opposition co-operated loyally up to the sudden disso- 
lution of Parliament, a dissolution based ostensibly upon a quarrel that has developed within the ranlis of the 
Liberal parly. At the outbreak of the war, also, the Prime Minister and other Liberal spokesmen had urged 
that the unity of all Canadians was a prime requisite to the successful prosecution of the war. On February 
23nd, Mr. King apoke over the air and it appeared then thgt the unity which hé soufht to achieve was a unity 
of the Liberal party, under its party standard, and not the national unity of all Canadians. In the Govern* 
ment'a aubseqt4ent courfc, Mr. Cahan ttnds evidence that the resources of the Liberal party are now to be 
employed, not to achieve national unity but the victory of Liberal candidates, and that the election of any 
eàndidete net in cloaé afliliation with the Liberal party organization is to be prevented by ever>- means at the 
Governmèht'a command. " Nothing short of a complete partiian victory will now satisfy the Prime Minister " 

This is very sharply pointed. For example, in Mr. Cahan's own case there if official evidence of Liberal 
determination to exclude from the new parliament one of thq ablest men in Canadian public Ut'e, one whose 
loyalty h^ been amply demonitratcd, whose desire to see this war prosecuted to a successful conclusion is 
at least equal to that ot any member of thé Government, and whose ability to promote the national war 
effort effectively a« a member of the Parliament of Canada is not excelled by that of any member of Mr. King's 
cabinet, the Prime Minister included. The presence of Mr. Cahan in the n«w House of Commons will be a 
great asset to the Dominion. He has been in public life for à grèat number of years, fOçj^^^^àerable time as 
a Minister of the Ci'own, and his extensive administrative experience in the last war, iri intimate experience, 
qualiflet him exceptionally tor useful parliamentary service in the present crisis. And yet, he and other Oppo- 
sition candidates aimilarly equipped are to be defeated at any cost, if they can be defeated, and " not only 
" prevented from any participation in Canada's war efforts, but also precluded from all parliamentary discus* 
"aion of the best means ot waging a successful war." 

What is true of Mr. Cahan's candidature is true of others in an election which has been forced upon oppo- 
sition parties and upon the Canadian people, but Mr. Cahan's position a$ an ofHcial agent charged with momen- 
tous responsibilities during the last war and in connection with post-war matters arising from the great conflict 
of 1014-18, is exceptional, and the attempt which is being made to bar him from membership in the new 
House is therefore the more extraordinary, One ot the most important and most representative constituencies 
in thd Dominion Is being asked by the Government to reject a man who ranks amongst the country's most 
capable parliamentarians, one whose experience is urgently needed at Ottawa, and to do this in the name of 
national unity and in the pretense that Canada's war eflort would be strengthened thereby. Surely this is 
the atrangeat of all Canadian elections.
